Programme Notes 


Canzona per sonare No. 2 
GIOVANNI GABRIELI 






The instrumental canzona was a popular form 
of composition in Italy in the latter part of the 
sixteenth and early seventeenth centuries. It was 
closely related to a type of French and Flemish 
chanson which was popular in Europe in the 
1530s and 1540s. This relationship between 
the canzona and the chansons can be seen in 
the number of parts (four), the quarter note 
thythm, the character of the opening sections, 
and the alternation of sections in imitative and 
homophonic styles. 





Trauermusik (WWV73) 
RICHARD WAGNER 


On December 14, 1844, the remains of Carl 
Maria von Weber were moved from English to 
German soil, eighteen years after his death. An 
impressive ceremony took place in Dresden in 
which Wagner took a leading part. Besides 
reading the solemn oration, Wagner composed 
Trauermusik for the torchlight procession to 
Weber's final resting-place, the Catholic 
Cemetery in Friedrichstadt. 

The subtitle of the work, “Funeral Music 
on Themes of Carl Maria von Weber,” implies 
that Wagner borrowed and arranged only on
